MOSCOW, March 14.—(AP)—Russia has laid down a five-year 
program for the development of atomic energy, it was revealed today. 

The atomic program was revealed by Sergei Vavilov, president of 
the Soviet Academy of Sciences. 

Writing in the government newspaper, Izvestia, Vavilov said that 
under the program—part of the new five-year-plan—“physicists, chem- 
ists and engineers of all specialities will, of course, be engaged in 
atomic questions, the means of releasing internal atomic energy and 
kindred problems.” 

Vavilov said that the liberation of the atom will reveal vast new 
horizons. 

He said that the government was initiating extraordinary measures 
to aid scientists in all fields, including atomic research, to attain di-

States, Britain and France are experiment- 
ing with an effort to bring about the down- 
fall of the iniquitous Franco regime in Spain. 

Washington has already espoused this 
principle, in issuing several weeks ago the 
“Blue Book” against the Argentine govern- 
ment, 

There is an abundance of evidence that 
during the war Franco supported the Axis 
powers both by word and deed. His words 
of encouragement and support to Hitler and 
Mussolini, his seizure of Tangier, his mobil- 
ization of the Blue Division to fight with 
the Nazis against Russia—all these facts 
require no proof. His close collaboration with 
Hitler is revealed in a ‘White Paper’ re- 
leased recently by the United States state 
department. ‘ 

Documents captured from the Germans 
show that in 1940 Franco proposed to seize 
Gibraltar, ship war materials exclusively to 
Germany and Italy, and subsequent to the 
receipt of supplies from the Axis place Spain 
“in the forefront of the struggle against the 
Allies”. 

This is all new evidence of the perform- 
ance of “neutral” Spain. 

Since the war, Franco’s Spain has given 


| shelter to scores of Axis politicians and 


businessmen, policemen and soldiers. He af- 
fords them refuge where they are plotting to 
keep the Nazi organization alive in hope that 


| they can return to Germany and once more 
} 


throw the world into turmoil. 

Along with Argentina, Spain is today 
harboring some 50,000 Germans, 6,000 of 
them scientists, some of them engaged in 
atomic research. Nazi holdings in Spain ap- 
proximate $200,000,000. The U.S. foreign 
economic administration has reported that 
much of Germany's war-making power is 
concentrated under Franco's protection. 

These are the facts that Britain, France 
and the United States find disturbing. They 
are facts which justify such interference, 
for instance, as Washington’s proposal that 
a caretaker government take over in Spain 
until such time as the Spanish people can

What has 
Russia been doing ever since before the col- 
lapse of Germany but set up buffer states? 
There is a string of them now running all 
the way from the Baltic to the Adriatic, An- 
other is being shaped in Manchuria, and still 
another in Iran. 

Moscow doesn’t need any “argument” to 
set up buffer states. It already has them 
strung clear across central Europe, and is 
busy creating more on its other fronts. 
Middle Europe, including the Balkans, is now 
a Russian sphere of influence. Iran is being 
vivisected. Manchuria is still in the grip of 
the bear. 

Whatever these facts may signify, they 
are known to all the world—perhaps except- 
ing the critic in question. Moscow knows 
quite well that the world at large knows 
what it has done.in Europe and is doing in 
Tran and Manchuria, It couldn't be fooled by | 
pretended ignorance abroad and would have | 
little respect for public men who did not say | 
what they thought about the proceedings. 

The gentlemen in the Kremlin are not 
neurotic, and they are not steering a course 
dictated by any over-regard for what out- 
siders may think or say. They know what 
they want and are taking the opportunity 
to get it.

MEDICINE HAT. March 14.— 
(CP)—Members of the Veterans 


Guard of Canada still in uniform 
and others now discharged testi- 
fied yesterday when the trial of 
Pie. Adolf Kratz, 24 one of three 
German prisoners of war charged 
with the murder of a_ fellow-

THE FIRST OF TWO prisoners 
charged with Kratz, Sat. Werner 
Schwalb, 30, wag sentenced last 
week by Chief Justice W. R, How- 
son of Alberta Supreme Court to 
be hanged at Lethbridge June 26 
for his part in the crime. 

The second, L-Cpl. Johannes 
Wittinger, 30, will face trial when 
the case against Kratz is conclud- 
ed. 

Pte. Knud Nielsen, VGC, a scout, 
testified yesterday he was one of 
those who had accompanied the 
camp leader, SSM. Richard Elster- 
mann, into the west recreation hall 
of the camp on the day Plaszek was 
found hanging. 

NIELSEN SAID he had seen two 
large spofs of blood on the cement 
floor of the hall and a body lying 
on the floor with a rope wound 
tightly around the neck. Every in- 
dication pointed to the fact the 
man had been hanged. 

Five other VGC witnesses des- 
cribed the crowd which gathered 
in the camp at the time Christian 
Shulz, one of a group of prison- 
ers suspected of plotting to over- 
throw the camp leadership, fled 
into the protective custody of Can-| 
adian guards after being question- 
ed by Elstermann and Lieut. Hans 
Schnorrenpfeil, camp legal adviser

More Than 100 
Home Building

OTTAWA, March 14.—(CP)—The 
women of Canada, represented by 
Senator Cairine Wilson, Wednes- 
day presented Princess Alice with a 
gift in honor of her five-year stay 
in Canada and in doing so estab- 
lished a series of scholarships in 
youth training which will perpetuate 
the Princess’ name throughout the 
country. 

The Princess Alice Foundation 
Fund, to which Canadian women 
have contributed instead of to the 
usual personal gift to the wife of 
a retiring governor-general, now 
totals $47,850 and a cheque for this 
amount was handed to Her Royal 
Highness at a brief ceremony in 
government house ballroom. 

IDEA FOR the fund came from 
Princess Alice herself who said in 
thanking the committee that “it has} 
thus made it possible for me to 
show in some measure how much! 
I care for the people of Canada 


and how much I value. their 
friendship.”
